Tucy were, ther. fore, he cousidered justified in 
sayiug that (heir prosprcts were favourable, Their exponses compared with 
their returus were by no means unfavourable. In fact, to. ir fands were in pre- 
cisely the same position as When they last met. ‘Tne directois bad never re- 
ceived auy remuocration whatever, but, on the coutrary, bad rendered the com- 
pauy considerable financial assistance, aud thus showu their own entire confi- 
dence in the prospects of the mines, The amount expended upon the aciual 
working of the mine had not beeu large, belug only abut 3500l., and they had 
now 70v01, worth of machinery erected, Bat for the difficulty of getting a small 
additional amount of funds be believed they might henceforth go on smoothly 
enough, especially as they would now have the advantage of a railway passing 
withiu three miles of the mines, which would carry their produce direct to the 
shipping port. They were not satisfied that the mine was being worked as it 
might be, and were seeking to provide a remedy, but although the sharebolders 
had been even coaxed to assist them, and thus protect their own property, they 
had failed to respond. The mines were never looking better than they had done 
during the last four months, and the ore obtaiued from the lower levels was 
better for both silver and lead, Under these circumstances they considered it 
most desirable to obtain a sound report upon the mines and mode of working to 
be adopted to secure the bost returns, and applied to Messrs. John Taylor and 
Sous, of Queen-street-place, to ascertain the probable expense of such an inspec- 
tion. They were told that the fces for one inspector whom they recommeuded 
would be 400/., and upon the directors explainiug their scarcity of funds, they 
said that they could recommend thoroughly rellable men, though not at the mo- 
ment in England, who would make the iuspection aud report for 2001. Subse- 
quently, however, the directors fouud that they could not even obtain the 
amount required tor the inspector's fee, leaving the question of keeping the mine 
at work while Lhe inspection was going on outof consideration, aud had, there- 
fore, to return tue moucy to the few shareholders who had shown themselves 
willing to assist them. At present their position was very siuuple—either they 
must wind-up or subscribe more capital. It was for the shareholders to deter- 
wine whether they would be conteut to lose what they had already risked (for 
the debenture holders having a first charge ou the property practically reduced 
it to that) or risk a little more in the hope of recovering what they bad already 
expended. They kuew when they subscribed that they were enteriug upon a 
speculation, but he thought that it was a good speculation, If they had de- 
sired absence of speculation they should bave invested their money in Consols, 
and not connected themselves with mining; he believed, however, if additional 
funds were subscribed they would all be quite satisfied. 

The CHAIRMAN must remind the meeting that the last appeal to the share- 
holders was for only 8001., which was to be applied for sendiug out au inspector 
and keeping the mine at work until the inspection had becn made. The only 
response tucy obtained to this appeal was 1901., most of whicu was from the di- 
rectors themscives; in fact, be might tell them that only between 301, and 401, 
was subscribed by otherthan the directors. Of the value of the property there 
could be no question, For thousands of years the Romans and Grecks had 
grubbed down to the depth which their imperfect macuinery enabled them to 
reach, and the present company had the opportunity of utilising their explora- 
tions. The directors bad shown their confidence througout, and cven quite 
recently had given their own personal guarantee to the bankers to obtain lvdul, 
for the company, to be paid out of the first p. occeds, 

Mr. BARTLETT considered there could be vo question that the antecedents of 
the wine were goud, and he felt that the first step that they ougut to take was 
to get a gentleman, certified for scientific skill, common sense, and integrity, to 
justify or condemn the mine, Of course this could not be dune without money, 
and he would, therefore, propose a levy of Is. per slare to raise a fund to pay 
the gentleman to be sent vut. He thought the choice of the luspector should be 
left in the hands of the directors, 

The CHAIRMAN enquired whether Mr. Barilett and the other shareholders 
would have confidence In a gentleman recommended by Messrs. Join ‘Taylor and 
Sons ?—Mr. BARTLETT believed so; be thought they would bave confidence in 
any acknowledged competent man; but when a concern was in a moribund 
state like theirs there was no inducement for shareholders to subscribe without 
the opiuion of some competent man to guide them. He would be glad to hear 
what was the depth of the mine. 

Mr. DELMAR said it was 25 {ms.——-Mr, BARTLETT asked whether that was a 
normal depth fora mine?—Mr. DELMAR said it was very shallow. ‘The Indica- 
tions, for the depth, Le considered very good indeed. They had had some of the 
ore assayed, which gave 50 per cent. of lead aud 24 ozs, of silver totheton. A 
telegram had also been received within the last few days referring to a dis- 
covery at the mine; it merely stated, however, that ore containing lead and 
silver bad been discovered, but did pot give the produce, 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply toa shareholder, stated that 8001. which it had been 
proposed to raise by debentures formed pari of the same 10,0001, to which pre- 
vious reference had been made, The amount of debenture capital actually issued 
was 18901., in addition to which 13001. Was also issued as collateral security in 
raising the 1uQvl. to which be bad reterred, ‘Tuis 13001, would, however, be can- 
celled as soon as the 10001. was paid, . 

Mr. READ observed that he beiieved 20001. would kecp the mine golug until it 
became profitable. 

Mr. DELMAR sald that the directors were in a most unenviable position ; but 
the only question for the meeting was whether they would or would not sub- 
scribe; if not there must be a dissolution of the compauy. 

It was suggested that as the resolution for windiug-up required confirmation, 
it should be put to the meeting andpassed ; it belug understood that if the share- 
holders thought proper to cubscrive the 8001, or 1Qv0l. before the coutirmatory 
meeting, it should not be coufirmed, the object being to permit of the carrying 
on of the company if the money were fortucoming, but to avold delay it the 
company were to be wound-up. It was thought, however, by some that many 
might misunderstand a notice of a resolution to wind-up accompanied with au 
application for additional funds to go on working, and, therefore, considered 
preferable to obtain whatover subscriptions shareholders were inclined to make 
in the room, then send the list round to the other sharehoiders and ask their 
subscriptions, leaving open the question of winding-up until the decision of the 
absent shareholders be kuown, 

Mr. READ requested those present to state the amounts they were willing to 
subscribe, and explained that the subscription would be a subscription for de- 
bentures, but it would be understood that the fund was raised for the special 
purpose of sending out an inspector and keeping the mine going uvtil the inspec- 
tion had been made. After taking the names and subscriptions he announced 
that 6901. had been subscribed. 

Mr. DELAUNEY thought that as those prescnt at the meeting had come for- 
ward so handsomely they might anticipate that the absent shareholders woud 
contribute in an equally liberal spirit, especially as by uegicctiug to coutribute 
they were voluntarily committing suicide with Lhe property. Assuming thata 
few hundreds would be obtained outside the room be thought they might con- 
sider the question of appointing a man to goout. He did uot object to leaving 
the selection to the directors, but as Mr. Read had told tuein that the directors 





realised to ensure the pa ute he preference 
ymeut of the 15 per cent. iuterest upon the prefe 
capital ?—Mr, Hawes sald if the company would merely opcn the mine he would 





preferred to leave the watter with the suarehulue. 6 1e would say appoiLt twoor 
turee shareholders to act with the directors. 





Mr. ALLEN thought it best not to ebift the Kgponslbilicy from the board, but 
all boards were apt to get into a groove, and hethought the suggestion of choos- 
ing shareholders to act with tue directors wax a good one. 

Messra. Delauney, Crowden, Bartlett, and Marshall were subsequently ap- 
pointed to assist in tlre selection of an inspector. 

It was then resolved, on the proposition of Mr, Crowden, scconded by Mr, 
Delauney, that the first moneys received frm the sales ef ore, mines, &., be 
applied to the payment of the 10001, last advanced by the bankers, and that upon 
the payment of that sum the 13007. debentures held as collateral security be can- 
celled ; and a resolution was also passed confining the application of the funds 
now sub-cribed to sending out an inspector and keeping the mine at work. 

Mr. DELMAR suggested that the consideration of the resolution for winding 
up should be deferred, the meeting being adjourned generally for a fortnight» 
in order that when they met again they might determine upon any of the quesa- 
tions of which notice had been already given, in the event of the outside share- 
holders not subscribing. 

This course was agreed to, and the proceedings terminated with the usual com- 
plimentary vote of thanks, —— 


MINING IN ANGLESEY, 


The inauguration of the Panty-Gaseg Copper Mine took place on 
Thursday, March 7, at the Dinorben Hotel, Amlwch, Mr. Henry 
Gibson, a gentleman from London, having taken great interest in 
a tract of land to the west of Bull Bay, called Panty-Gaseg, knowing 
it to contain rich veins of copper for, applied, through Mr. J. M 
Williams, and succeeded in obtaining a lenso of it for 21 years, from 
Mr. H. Pritchard, Trescawen. On Monday Mr, Gibson arrived from 
London, and, in order to make himself acquainted with the gentlemen 
of Amlwch, he invited a number of them to dine with him on the 
following evening. Amongst those present were— Messrs. J. W. 
Paynter, High Sheriff; T, Fauning Evans, J.P., Mona Mine; Rev, 
H. R. Hughes; B. Roose, solicitor, Amlwch; Capt. C, B. Dyer, late 
of the Parys Mine; W.C. Paynter, shipowner; K, T. Phillips, of the Anglesey 
Central Railway; Captain T. Mitchell, Parys Mine; Captaiu W. Hughes, Mona 
Miue, &c, When the cloth was removed Mr. HENRY GIBSON was unanimously 
voted to the chair, and Mr. J. M. WILLIAMS, Assayer of the Mona Mlue, to 
the vice-chair, 

The CHAIRMAN proposed as the first toast ‘* TheQueen and the Royal Family.” 
After expressing his confidence that all present were very loyal, bo begged to 
tell them that he came among thein asa mining speculator, He must own tt 
was rather a difficult position, especiaily as there were two great mines in the 
vicinity ; but he trusted they would mutually act as men of business generally 
do—not to encroach on each others property ; and, as for obtaining workmen, 
they need not fear, as the miner was similar to a sailor, and liked a change, 
and the supply at all times would be equal to the demand. He begged to bay 
that he came among them in hopes of doing good to himself and his co-adven- 
turers ; but if by doling good to themselves they should be the means of doin 
good to others nobody would be more glad than himself, (Hear.) He hoped 
this work at Panty-Gaseg would turn out successful. If to godowu deeper than 
was ever done before he secured success, he could tell them that he contem- 
plated doing so, (Hear.) He was very sorry that tbe lord of the soil—Mr. Henry 
Pritchard, Trescawen—was not present. Before sitting down he begged to pro- 
pose ** The Success of Panty-Gaseg Mine Works,”’ coupling it with the name of 
Mr. Henry Pritchard. He hoped he should never have to pay him rent, but 
royalty, and the more the better. (Hear, hear.) 

After tnis toast had been cordially received, Mr. J. W. PAYNTER, High Sheriff, 
proposed ** The Health of the Chatrman, Mr. Heury Gibson.’’ In the course of 
bis admirable speech the High Sheriff observed that no doubt such a specula- 
tion would prove a great boon to this part of the country. He was very glad to 
meet such a gentleman as the Chairman—a gentleman who had been in almost 
every country, and with bis keen observation had reaped an advautage to be 
derived from the business of different nations. When he added to this the great 
amount of capital which was intended to be brought to bear upon such a pro- 
mi:ing mineral locality as Panty-Gaseg, he had great expectations from the 
arrival of the Chairman among them. (Applause.) This toast was received 
with honours, after which the CHAIRMAN repiled, and said he only wanted the 
gen'lemen of Amiweh to take him as they would find him, and, whatever his 
tailings, he could boast of bis honesty and lovo of trath and falr play. 

After some further remarks, the CHAIRMAN preposed “ The Health of Mr. ?. 
Fauuing Evans, J.P.,"’ manager aud part owner of the Mona Mine. His health 
Was very warmly received. —Mr. EVANS, in reply, remarked that when he re- 
ceived the iuvitation to this dinner be thought he was going to meet only a 
friend or two, and never expected such a magnificent sight, or tuat be should 
be cailed upou to address so large an assemblage cf geutlemea., He supposed 
his health was proposed at such an carly part of the proceedings of the evening 
owing to the close relations which existed between bim aud the mines, He ob- 
served that generally the oldest representative of a profession was called upon 
to respond to compliments paid to that profession, filustrating the polut by a 
reference to the learned professions represcuted there thatevening. How highly 
then, would he appreciate the compliment paid him that evening in selecting 
him as the spokesman for the profession to which it was his pride to belong. 
He rega: ded the profession of miuing as in no way tuferior to auy of the so- 
called learned professions—for in the present day a man cannot be regarded as 
an accomplished miuer who has not acquired a proficlency in several sciences, 
He should be a geologist, be ought to be a chemist anda mineralogist ; ho also 
Ought to be an exact surveyor, aud, in addition to these acquirements, it is 
essential that he should have that tact of managing which is acquired through 
experience alone, and by candour, good senge, and courage should gatu the con- 
fidence of his principals and employers. (Applause.) As they undoubtedly had 
heard, there was once a great battle betweeu geologists of different opinions, 
Some explained the condition of things by the action of water, others called 
in fire to remove certain difficulties which beset their way; and on a very re- 
cent occasion, he might tell them, he Leard a great geologist and mining en- 
giveer point to a rock in Parys Mountain in support of tue fire theory. Ha 
denied both the theory and the correctness of the illustrations. He believed 
that the only process of calcination Parys Mountain had undergone was the 
repeated warm-toastings it had been subjected to from time to time by the 
ardeut well-wishers of the mine, (Laughter, and applause.) In proof of this 
anyone of the present company who could rise by sunrise to-morrow morning, 
aud be there in time, would see that [ts veverable old nose bore a more than usual 
roseate hue after last night’s proceedings. Now, as I am on my feet (the gen- 
tleman said), it may perbaps be expected that I should make some rewark on 
the mine whose re-opening we have this eveniug assembled to celebrate, I know 
the place well, and it has been favourably noticed by very expericuced miners. 
It bears the marks of haviug been wrought in veryancient times. No man can 
tell for a certainty whether it contains euormous riches or not, The iudica- 
tions are highly favourable ; and, if he might be allowed to express an oplaion 
upon Anglesey as a metalliferous couuty, he would give one which, to say the 
least, would be highly eucouraging to the skareholders in the Pauty-Gaseg Mine, 
From a careful study of the rocks of Anglesey, he was decidedly of opinion that 
there were certalu ore-bearlng Channels of * ground” rauuing from east to 
West across the island. If the Panty-Gaseg Mining Company were so fortunate 
as to cut one of those channels in a productive part tileir mine would ¢ ‘rlaloly 
turn outa prize. For the sake of the Cuairman, as well as for the sake of all 
interested in tho welfare of the neightourioud, he trusted that Pauty-Gaseg 
Mine would soon turn out a successful undertaking. (Warm applause ) 

‘The next toast was ** The Vice-Chairman,” which waa proposed by Mr, T, PF, 
EVANS, who remarked that Mr. Williams came to Amiweh when comparatively 
a young man, many years ago, and when he (Mr. Evans) had just cone out of 
college. He had found in the vice-chairman a true friend, and, though they 
may have had professional quarrels, they never had anything serlous enough to 
disturb their personal attachment to each other for a single day. He was glad 
to say that Mr. Williams by this time, through his matrimonial connections 
and long residence at Amlweh, Lad become one of them in tue true sense of the 
word.——Before his health was drunk, the CHAIRMAN wished to make a few re- 
marks concerning Mr. Williams, He (the Chairman) bad known him from a 
youth, and his father before him. Knowing them to be of the stock of a family 
who were amoug the first miners in Cornwall, be had reason to reckon him as 
the best of miners in conducting the work through all its details, and one who 
had ascended to the highest poiut in a professional capacity that a man could 
reach, He (the Chairman) reciprocated every word that had fallen from the 
lips of the last speaker, who had proposed his health.—The Vice-CHAIRMAN, 
iu reply to the cordial way his health was received, said he had had his eye on 
Panty-Gaseg since he came to this country, about 16 years ago. When he first 
beheld it he was astounded at the surface prospects, and said to himself—** Thig 
some day shall be my fortune, if it is eyer in my power to get hold of it.’ And 
by biding his time, and through friends, he was proud tosay that he succeeded. 
He would stake his experience—more so, as he was backed up by such practical 
men; who were well-known miners,who had reported on the same—that If Panty- 
Gaseg did not make a miuing proverty it was of no use looking out for another. 
(Hear, hear, and cheers.) 

The CUAIRMAN then proposed “ The Health of Captain C, B. Dyer,’’ who, he 
said, was the futher of niuing in Anglesey, having managed mines in the island 
for nearly half a century, and paid princely fortunes tu the shape of dividends, 
(Applause.) ——-Capt. DYER (whose bealth was warmly received), in bis reply 
saiu Chat be wes extremely obliged for the kind mauner bis health had been 
proposed, aud aiso for the way iu which it bad beeu received. He begged tosay 


jf the Panty-Gaseg Cowpauy received uuudreds uf thousauds of pouuds profit 


from the mine he should Cuusider it in a manuer taken from him, because he 
and his friends would bave worked it, only they were prevented by the lord of 
the soil, He wished the Company every success, and he belleved ic would be a 
successful uudertaking, because, as he sald beiore, be and bis friends some years 
since would have developed it if not prevented by the owner, who wuuld not 
grantithim. (This was said with great emotion.) 

The Rev. H, R. HUGHES next proposed ** The Health oI Mr. J. W. Paynter, 
High Sheriff,’’ and remarked tbat his friend, Mr. Paynter, was universaily re- 
spected throughout the island, aud in point of shrievalty he was surpassed by 
none in Wales. After some further remarks in praise of Mr. Paynter, iis health 
was enthusiastically received, —-The HIGH SHERIFF, in reply, stated that as 
he was one of the owners of the Parys Mine, and knowing full well that Panty- 
Gaseg Mine was situated in the same strata as the Parys Mountain, he had not 
the slightest doubt but that it would be equal to, and he, for his part, should not 
regret if it superseded, the adventure he was counected with.

THE QUEEN AND PRINCE OF WALES MINES, 

SIR,—As several shareholders have lately been very pressing and earnest in 
asking me if damages cannot be claimed by the Queen Company against the 
Prince of Wales Company for the entire stoppage or the silver mine for the past 
six months through the fault of the latter company, I beg to be allowed to say, 
through the medium of the Journal, that the case ts, In my opinion, now as it 
always has been, as regards compensation, entirely hopeless—in fact, it is utterly 
ridiculous to entertain it. 

There ts no doubt that some twelve monthe since the representatives of the 
Prince of Wales Company pooh-poohed the existence of silver at the Queen until 
10001, worth was raised in a fow weeks by the Queen Company, at a cost of a few 
pounds, within 1 or 2 ft. of the boundary hedge dividing the two setts; the 
shoot of silver dipped east into the Queen property— fortune favoured the brave 
for once, although such ts not always the case, However, the Prince had the 
tall end, and in following this one shoot of rich si!ver ore up to surface, which 
fa going down asrich as ever, and underlying right into the Queen sett, the 
Prince of Wales Company managed to get some 10:01. worth ; I believe it was 
1800L., and I do not think they can deny having got more real profit from this 
little bit of silver than they every had from any other part of their mine—rich 
a little mineas it has been, There tsalso no doubt that the accldent was caused 
by sheer neglect—carelessness. I do not blame the agents, as the work of mine 
agents is much more than shareholders generally imagine, and they cannot 
always be underg'ound, and at a dozen different places at once, watching the 
working miners under their supervision, Their carelessness in neglecting to 
properly timber the last few feet of the ground laid open caused the accident.

I am not complaining against the Prince of Wales 
Company in bitterness of spirit ; mining men, of all individuals, ought to have 
the lesson by heart to make thousands of pounds profit without getting into 
ecstacies, or a frienzied state of excitement; and, on the other hand, be able to 
bear the same lose, and not give way toa wild delirium of weeping, and wailing, 
and gnashing of teeth—at all events, I have learned the lesson, and unfortu- 
nate impatient shareholders In mines generaliy should take a copy from It. 
I had just bought 3000 Queens at 1/., and 2000 Kings at 11., before this accident 
happened ; these were calling shares, part of the capital to work the mines, 
Hundreds of shares I had also purchased time on, at high prices, ranging from 
20s, to 358.; aye, indeed, the very worst ‘‘ bear” I ever had to deal with was the 
shutting up of the silver mine, caused by the Prince of Wales Company; of 
course, accidentally, as a slight retorn for the silver lode we found for them, 
which would by now have been most likely a prize for both of us, if it had not 
been ruthlessly butcher d. 

Does the mining world take me for an arrant knave, oran ass? I am neither 
the one nor the other; and, at all events, I disclaim in toto all connection with 
the two combined. My plans were matured when I bought Queen shares at 1’, 
and upwards to make 2l, to 51, of them, and the shares would now be realising 
that amount if it had not been for a lamentable unforeseen accident that shat- 
tered and shivered everything to pleces, 

Some shareholders growl because the dividend I predicted of 1s. per share last 
Christmas was not paid. I cannot help it; surely my remarks now are conclu- 
sive, and at all events the dividends I guaranteed have been pald to the utter- 
moat farthing. If | had known how things were going to turn out I would 
bave bad the aeliver out by the hair of the head; but no, facts prove I wasa 
buyer wore than a seller, and Capt, Knott was allowed to sink a shaft, drive 
levels, and desue by the side of the lode, and co no end of dead work, so as to 
get at the rich silver, not In the quickest time, but with the greatest profits in 
the end. Capt. Knott cautioned ihe Prince of Wales men to be very careful as 
to the timbering, but, naturally, be did not care to go through the level, tuter- 
fering with other people’s property ; tu fact, he had no business there, Well do 
I recollect the night and morning before and afier the accideut. One Friday 
night before pay and setting day I was sleeping at Captain Knott's house, and 
over night we had arranged to put on the very next week as many men as could 
be employed in taking down tbe lode. Capt. Knott remarked, “I will astonish 
the people next week.’’ The next morning | actually found the man almost in 
teare: he above all others knew the true nature of the disaster that bad oc. 
curr. d during the night. Since then, more than half-a-year ago, we have never 
been able to get at the silver lode, The floods the past few months have been 
something terrific, or the delay would not have been so long; however, arrange- 
ments are row being made by which I hope in another two months the Queen 
Mine will be returning from rich and low-class ores several thousand ounces of 
silver per month, Had this disaster not happened I am quite convinced that a 
dividend would have been paid last Christmas, as months had been employed 
in the opening up of the ground 80 as to get the silver to surface with the greatest 
profits, and between the accident and Christmas there were months to take 
cown the lode already laid bare, and return the silver with but a trifling ad- 
ditional cost. 

In answer to many letters respecting my guaranteeing 20 per cent. per annum 
minimum dividends, I refer all intending investorstomy bankers, West of Eng- 
Jand Bank, Tavistock. If 1 give my word or my bond for 10/., 100/., or 10001., I 
do not expect or wish to redeem it for less. I have no influential City men to 
assist me, or no doubt Queen shares at least would be run up to 102. in a few 
weeks; but the mines I represent are real good properties, and I look to them, 
aud them only, for a full bumping measure of sucecas.

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IS CHINA-CLAY A MINERAL? 


v cg-CHANCELLOR WICKENS gave judgment on Wednesday in the 
— Hext v. Gill. The only questions in the case, which had oc- 
: nied the attention of the Court for four whole days, were whether 
cup hina-clay. was or was not included in a reservation of 
d minerals in a conveyance from the Duchy of Cornwall, and 
were so included, the kaolin could be so worked as to destroy the 
hit lay. Theconveyance, after granting the land, contained 
tion or reservation “ unto his Royal Highness the Prince of Wales, Lis 
oa — successors, Dukes of Cornwall, of ail mines and minerals within and 
helrs ane land, avd further reserved a right to his Royal Highness, his heirs 
ocess0re, and his and their lessees, their agents and workmen, to take, 
ond - work the excepted mines and minerals. In 1854 the Duchy, under the 
“ ation of mines ard minerals, granted a lease of tin and china-clay. In 
te defendant purchased the whole of the manorial rights of the Duchy in 
1657 the rty, including the rights under the reservation, and since that time 
ay promorked the china-clay in question—first, on a moor adjoining the plain- 
am land and afterwards, having extended the workings into the plaintiff's 
tiff's rty ; he filed the present bill for an injunction.

According to the evidence 
before him, china-clay was shown to be a substance well known inCornwall, 
different from and far more valuable than ordinary agricultural earth, and 
whicb, though containing on analysis metallic substances in larger quantities 
than any other ores, did not contain them in sufficient quantities to be worked 
rofitably tn England asa metal. He should, therefore, hold this kaolin was 
not included in the grant of the land, and was included in the reservation, un- 
Jess it could be shown that there was something more, either in the words of 
the deed, or in the custom of the eoustry, or in the reason of the thing itself, to 
take it out of the reservation.

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FLAGSTAFF.—The reportof Mr, Maxwell states that between Sept. 1 
and Nov. 27, 1345 tons of ore were raised, at a cost of $8°10 for mining 
and incidental expenses, including timber, lumber, cost of driving 
deep level, sundry dead work, ore bags, &c, From this 505 tons of 
bullion were produced, at a cost for smelting of $47°42 per ton of bul- 
lion; the carriage of ore to furnace and bullion to railway depét 
amounted to $6°12 per ton In all. The value of the bullion produced is net at 
Omaha $88,329, thus showing a profit of $65°67 per ton on the ore, and $174*c7 
per ton on the bullion, The cost of freight from Salt Lake to Omaba, on bul- 
lion, ts $31 per ton, cost of separating $22.50 perton. Theseparating works pay 
the freight, and detuct it with the charge for separating from the proceeds of 
the lead which they purchase at 6 cents. per pound, and pay the balance to the 
company, and deliver to them all the gold and silver contained in the bullion. 
There are 4(0 tons of ore at mine and furnaces, worth fully $24,000 on the spot. 
The ore consists chiefly of yellow and grey carbonates of leau, in which is tnter- 
mingled a considerable quantity of galena. These ores are very uniform in 
their yield of gold, silver, and lead, and are admitted to be without exception 
the easiest reduced ores in theterritory. The cost for smelting, &c., for the three 
monihs over which the accounts extend is in excess of the estimated cost by 
Messrs. Blake and Murphy; this has been explained to arise from two causes— 
first, that the furnace-owners did not make proper provision for a supply of 
charcoal before the snow blockade set in; and, secondly, becau-e they have been 
ruuning one of the furnaces only for the best portion of the time, thus throwing 
the fixed charges of two furnaces on to one of them. In the summer time it re- 
quires not more than 2% tons of ore to yield 1 ton of bullion ; in winter the ore 
contains a considerable amount of moisture in excess and in a frozen state, 
making it more costly in fuel, haulage, &c. The total cost of smelting 1 ton of 
bullion is $35°90, and with the furnaces kept fairly at work this cost should not 
under any circumstances be exceeded, It appears that a furnace will run for not 
less than 30 days witboutre-lining with bricks (which takes about three days), 
and when the furnaces are both running they can treat at least 20 tons of bul- 
lon perday. The situation of the furnaces is all that can be desired as regards 
easy access, facilities for extension, aud abundant water-power.

The steam-pixton, on nearing the forward end of its stroke, strikes 
against the end of the rod which is in the cylinder; pushing it outward, - The 
dog then strikes against the rocker immediately above it,communicating motion 
to the valve-rod, and so moving the slide-valve for the return stroke, As the 
latter reaches its end the pump-plunger, in tts turn, etrikes against the end 
of the rod in the pump-cylindcr; the rocker is again moved, and the slides 
valves placed in position for the forward stroke. The movemcnt uf the valves 

unaffected by the length of stroke. And, besides that, as long as the rocker,

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REMARKS.—Great activity in some of the most important branches 
of the metal trade, aud general steadiness in all, has been the order 
of the day throughout the past week. Looking back upon the ex- 
perience of the past five or six weeks, there seems to have been really 
no adequate reason for the Alabama question ever to have assumed 
the importance which it attained, but it is of little use to moralise 
and to be wise after the event; the fact remains the same, that the Alabama 
question did entirely upset the even tenor of our markets, and stayed the on- 
ward progress of events which it had been our pleasing duty, during the early 
weeks of the new year, torecord. It was not until after our issue a week ago 
that confidence became fully restored; but the transactions of the week are of 
so extended a character, and in some instances at such rapidly advancing prices, 
that we trust there may not bea relapse as sudden as has been the rise. The 
cause for such relapse {s not, we belleve, to be found in any unsound inflation, 
for statistics go to show that stocks generally are moderate, and that demand 
for consumption is on the increase, but rather from spasmodic action, such as 
has lately taken place, which possibly, occurring again, might once more tem? 
porarily arrest the onward progress. zi 3 

CopPER.—The slightly improved tone noted in our article last 
week has culminated ina very considerable rise in the price of foreign. 
The cash price for Chili was then 82/7, 10s, to 83/., while to-day trans- 
actions have taken place at 87/. cash, and 887. 10s, six weeks prompt. 
The principal holders decline to realise even at these prices, and as 
the demand seems to be becoming general prices next week may pro- 
bably be bigher still. ‘he home trade is better, both in Birmingham and other 
districts. Several orders have beev given out for Indla, which is a most encou- 
raging feature, on account of the determination of Indian buyers up to this 
time to keep out of the market. So protracted a period bas elapsed since copper 
has been exported on any large scale to the East that stocks there cannot be 
large, and when the demand becomes at all general it is likely to prove large, 
and the difficulty tn this case will be not to obtain buyers, but to find the sup- 
ply required to meet the demand. The continental trade 1s good, and, indeed, 
in all quarters the desponding tone which has lately prevailed has given place 
to sanguine expectations with regard to the future, Chill charters for the first 
fortnight in February were only 1600 tons. Shipments during this year seom 
to betoken short supplies throughout the same, and as stocks In Valparlaso have 
now been ascertained to consist of 4000 to 5090 tons only, or about half what 
they were said to be only a few wecks ago, and the stocks tn England, France, 
and America are also gheat 50 per cent. less than they were at this time last 
year ; the future of this metal,so far as statistics moy bea criterion, looks 
very favourable. The principal busiuess transacted as yet has been in Ch li 
bars; English has also to some extent participated in the general improvement, 
and holders are less disposed to accept rates previously quoted, anticipating, as 
they do, that higher rates will rule shortly. Yellow Metal is in better demand, 
and prices are at least }g to 4 better than they were a weck ago. 

IRoN.—The iron market has been seriously affected during the 
week by the disturbances in the coal districts, The masters have 
averted a threatened strike, which would certainly otherwise have 
taken effect this day, by conceding the demands of the men. These 
demands result in raising the price of coal and of iron also. The scar- 
city of raw material, both coal and iron, necessitates a limitation to the manu- 
facture of pigs, and as these difficulties seem to be rather on the increase than 
otherwise, owing to the repeated concessions upon the question of short hours 
of labour, prices seem likely still further to advance, Ironstone is scarce, and 
notwithstanding the efforts made to obtain it and stimulate production the 
supply is quite inadequate to the demand. The effect of all this upon the Scotch 
pig iron market during thc week has been almostineredible. A week ago we 
quoted G.M.B. cash 828.; to-day’s price is 89s.9d. The market closed rather 
easier at 89s. 8d.

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CO-OPERATION IN COLLIERIES. 


The Mining Journal has availed itself of every suitable occasion 
for expressing its sympathy with all movements which contem- 
lates the closer assimilation of the interests of capital and labour 
n the working of the collieries of the United Kingdom. From time 
to time we have drawn attention to the success of the efforts in this 
direction of Messrs. BRIGGS, and of other employers who have fol- 
lowed their example. That success has enabled the colliers who 
have the good fortune to be in the employment of Messrs, BRIGGS 
to add to their ordinary wage earnings, in some years no less than 
74 percent. Messrs, BriaGs have been confident of the success of 
their scheme from its very commencement. Nor, as may be imagined 
from what we have just said, has their confidence been misplaced, 
The report from Derbyshire and Yorkshire, which we published last 
week, makes known that the present prosperous state of the coal 
trade bas induced Messrs. H. Br1a@s and Sons to take the neces- 
sary steps for considerably increasing their present large and profit- 
ablebusiness. These steps embrace the augmenting of their capital 
by the creation of 5000 additional shares, of 152. each; the em- 
powering of the directors to offer 1000 of the shares to the present 
shareholders at a premium of 32, 10s, per share, and to call up on 
capital account ten guineas per share on the 1000 when and as they 
may deem desirable, Of these 5000 new shares a number not exceed- 
ing 500 is to be reserved for issue to employees of the company. The 
remaining 3500 are to be kept in reserve until a meeting of the 
shareholders shall determine the periods and terms of their use. At 
the meeting at which this scheme was broached the report tells us 
that a considerable number of workmen were present; and every 
one of them was qualified to vote, for they were shareholders, al- 
though they were in the receipt of weekly wages. The very pro- 
sperity of the concern has led to the raising of additional capital. 
Mr. CURRER Briaa@s, who was thechairman of the meeting, explained 
that they asked for more money to enable them to get an increased 
quantity of coal, and thus to make hay while the sun shone, We do 
not wonder that the resolutions which legalised the increase of the 
capital were accepted. The views upon the project entertained by 
capitalists are patent in the fact that although 70s, would be a fair 
premium upon the 15/, shares, yet that the original shares, the holders 
of which would be entitled to purchase the new scrip, had risen in the 
market since the new intention of the company had been made known, 
The day, for which many of the colliers of what it is now customary 
to call the advanced school, have been so long looking, seems to have 
arrived when we can record that such a meeting as that which we 
have just described has been held, and that working colliers in receipt 
of weekly wages have been present in considerable numbers, taking 
their place side by side with capitalists pure and simple, as ahare- 
holders in one and the same undertaking, and in connection with 
which their weekly wages have been earned. Messrs. BRIGGS have 
notonly expressed their confidence in the success of their co-partner- 
ship arrangements; they have publicly declared that whilst they 
would welcome either conciliation or arbitration, yet that the really 
sound means of preventing thatfor which either the one or the other 
would be called into existence was to give the men such an interest 
in the undertakings with which they might be associated as to make 
them virtually shareholders in the concerns, To that arrangement 
Messrs. BRIGGS have expressed their opinion that capitalists as well 
unconnected with collieries as in connection with them must ulti- 
mately come. Are not Messrs. Briacas’ views nearer realisation than 
many persons who aro now sorely tried by the difficulty of enabling 
capital and labour to work amicably together disposed to imagine? 
A short paragraph in the report of our Monmonth and South Wales 
correspondent, published in the Journal on the 24th ult., records 
what our correspondent terms “a rather novel course,” in the 
Khondda Valley. ‘The novel course to which reference is here made 
is the adoption by the Cardiff and Merthyr Steam Coal Company 
(Limited) of much of Messrs. BRiGGs' plan, The Cardiff and Mer- 
thyr Steam Coal Company is a comperatively new concern, They 
have, however, determined to adopt the principle of which we are 
speaking in working their new colliery at Blaenrhondda, and they 
called a meeting at Pontypridd to Iny it before the colliers of the dis- 


trict, and expressed their readiness to receive applications from about | 


150 good men of respectable character, 

It is correctly observed that the new partners are not asked to sub- 
scribe avy of the capital ; they are to be entitled to a fair share of 
the profits after providing for a fixed rate of depreciation and interest ; 
and they are subject to loss only in a very restricted sense, and one 
that does not imply that their normal rate of remuneration can be 
interferred with. The bonus which is secured to the men in case of 
a profit being realised over and above the amount necessary for in- 
terest on capital and depreciation of plant is a recognition of the 
claim to share in the prosperity of the undertaking, while there is no 
corresponding risk of having to bear a portion of the possible losses, 
The only approach to the formation of a partnership extending to 
losses is a provision in one of the rules to the effect that should the 
amount of bonus payable in any one year to the men exceed 10 per 
cent. on their wages, the employers shall have power to set aside a 
portion of it for the purposes of a reserve fund, to meet possible losses 
in future years, Asitis stipulated that they shall add to the sum 
thus set aside an equal amount out of their own pockets, and as it 
is also provided that, should this reserve fund become at any time 
Jarger than is deemed necessary for purposes of financial safety, it is 
then to be divided equally between the company anétheir men, it is 
evident that there is no inducement to withdraw a larger amount 
from the bonus than can fairly be considered requisite to meet the 
possible necessitiesof the future. Itis alsoapparcnt that the partner- 
ship of the men in regard to the share they are to bear in losses con- 
sists simply in a liability to forfeit their share of the clear profits 
when that share exceeds 10 per cent. 

Fairly the proprietors expect that for the many advantages which 
they offer the men they shall in return get constant work, with only 
very few holiday Mondays ; a superior class of men, and with them 
consequent care which will tend yery materially to reduce the lia- 


bility to explosions, To show that, in the language of of Mr. F, W. 
HARRIS, one of the chief proprietors of the company, the men are 
not being “ humbugged,” the directors have laid their scheme before 
Mr. MUNDELLA, the member for Sheffield, and Mr. T. HUGHES, the 
member for Frome. The former has consented to act as scrutineer 
of the accounts, and to certify that the distribution of profits is made 
according to the terms of the contract, and the latter has consented 
to act as arbitrator whenever his services in that capacity may be 
needed, Mr. MUNDELLA,in communicating with Mr. HARRIS, says— 
“T have examined with much eare and interest the rules and conditions of 
the Blarn Khor dja Colliery, and [congratulate yon and your colleagues of the 
Cardiff-Merthyr Steam Coal Company on the adoption of a system which I be- 
eve will prove beneficial to employers and employed, These new conditions, 
whilst sccuring for the company the hearty co-operation and goodwill of the 
employers, and the consent of the ablest and stcadiest men, will also secure for 
the workmen the full average wages of the district, the advantage of weckly 
payments, and, in addition, an equal share on profits on working, after allowing 
a fair rate for interest on capital aud depreciation, Thus every man will be 
interested with the proprictors in the safeand economical working of the mine, 
that every shilling saved will be something towards bonus, and in case of dls- 
utes arising a ready and cflicient means of arbitration ts provided. The scheme 
8s excllent ; the conditions not only equitable but liberal. I am satisfied that 
your company will never bave cause to regret this departure from the old sys- 
tem. For my own part I shall endeavour to discharge my dutics with strict 
justice and impartiality ; and I hope every year will unceasingly demonstrate 
the advantage and success of capital and labour workiug in sympathy and co- 
operation.’”’ Le ours 
May we notencourage the hope that this is the beginning ofa state 
of things in South Wales which will become so general as to make dis- 
putes between colliery proprietors and colliers a thing of the past in 
the Principality, and that what has already been done in this direc- 
tion both in England and Wales will soon be extensively imitated 
the kingdom over? 








THE SCOTCH IRON TRADE—No. I. 


It is the object of this and the following articles to trace briefly 
and succinctly from its earliest beginnings up to the present time the 
greatstaple industry of Scotland. One does not require to be a very 
old man to remember the time when the greatest source of wealth 
that Scotland can now boast of was a comparatively obscure and 
insignificant trade, employing at the most only a few hundred hands, 
Now it is a gigantic and ever-growing industry, with ramifications 
stretching out in every direction. Its progressat the present time is 
quite unique. Itis expanding and developing in a greater ratio than 
at any former period in its history. New works and extensions of 
old works are springing up in all directions, and the pig-iron market 
may be said to be the arbiter of commercial destinies of the nation. 

It was not until the year 1806 that the blackband ironstone mea- 
sures of Scotland were discovered. Previous to that time it was be- 
lieved by mineralogists that in the coal measures of the country there 
were two different kinds of ironstone that might be turned to good 
account, but only one description, and that the least valuable, was 
used until the time we have mentioned. The merits of blackband 
ironstone were first brought to light by Mr. David Mushet, the ma- 
nager of Calder Ironworks. He found the metals cropping out by 
the side of a small burn to the west of Coatdyke, and here he carried 
on a series of experiments until he had satisfied himself that the 
blackband was a far richer and more valuable mineral than any that 
had yet been extracted from the bowels of the earth for a similar 
purpose, ‘This may be said to have been the starting point of the 
Scotch iron trade. The Carron Works had, it is true, been carried 
on since the year 1760, but then they laboured under the obvious dis- 
alvantage of only having one quality of ironstone to work upon, and 
that was the inferior argillaceous or clayband. As might have been 
expected, the discovery of the value of the blackband ironstone gave 
an impetus to the iron trade in Scotland, raising it from the position of 
an unimportant and very subordinate industry to its present gigantic 
dimensions. But, as the Scotch are proverbially cautious, it took a 
long time to induce them to go in for a comparatively new trade. 
The results of this particular branch of manufacture were not then 
so certain as they have since become, and the capitalists of the 
country preferred to stick by their farms, or their looms, until they 
were offered better and more substantial inducements Henceit was 
that in the year 1830 there were only seven blast-furnaces in all 
Scotland, and of this number oue was out of blast. The only pig- 
iron works then in existence were Calder, with four furnaces ; Chapel- 
hall, with two furnaces ; and Gartsherrie, with onefurnace. At the 
present date there are 126 furnaces in blast, and 28 out of blast, 
making a grand total of 154 furnaces in Scotland, The production 
of pig-iron has increased in a corresponding ratio. In 1830 the total 
production of pig-iron was 10,000 tons, and the total value was 
50,000/.; while last year the total production was 1,100,000 tons, re- 
presenting an aggregate value of upwards of 3,000,0007. The average 
price per ton in 1830 was 100s, From this figure it has fluctuated 
in the most extraordinary manner—at one time (in 1848) touching 
40s. 6d., and at another (iu 1831) reaching as bigh as 115s,, until it 
now stands at 80s, per ton, the latter being the highest average since 
the year 1845, 

it may be well if we explain in reference to blackband ironstone 
that it is found in seams or bands in well-defined positions in the coal 
measures. Sometimes the seam is so thin as to be quite unworkable, 
at other times it is absent altogether. Now the coaly element is so 
predomipant that its metallic value is next to nothing; then it is 
found with a very small per centage of coal, and in tolerably thick 
seams, Chemically considered, blackband is a carbonate of iron 
laminated with coal, and it leaves when calcined a metallic coke, 
containing from 50 to 70 per cent. of metallic iron, When it con- 
tains more than 20 per cent. of coal it is of little value unless mixcd 
with clayband, which uses up the excess of coal. Although, as we 
have already indicated, it was only worked to a limited extent after 
its discovery, the Calder and Clyde ironworks alone making use of 
it for some years, it ultimately became the principal source of supply, 
Fields of blackband ironstone extend from Langlean in the west, to 
Arden in the east. The deposits are very irregular in breadth, and 
the depth extends from 30 to 130 fms. The deepest point is reached 
on the western boundary ; but on the east, west, and south the iron- 
stone is replaced by coal. As for the Scotch clayband, we may ex- 
plain that it is found in seams and bands, or nodules throughout the 
whole of the measures, but it is most plentiful in the lower part of 
the section. Claybaud contains from 30 to 50 per cent. of metallic 
iron. Before being melted it has to be mixed with coal, and calcined 
in kilns or large heaps, to drive off the carbonic acid gas, sulphur, 
and other impurities, Another seam of ironstone, called the “ slaty- 
band” is of more recent discovery. Its position is snid to be 100 fms. 
under the blackband, and from the results obtained in putting down 
bores, n belief obtains that it exists all under the blackband,. Hith- 
erto, however, the supplies of mineral have been so ample that it has 
not been found necessary to sink to this depth, 

We have said that the supplies of blackband have hitherto been 
ample. There is a great deal of truth in this statement, and yet it 
has a tendency to mislead. The fact is that the supply hitherto 
has been sufficient for all the requirements of the local manufac- 
turers of pig-iron, and it may be said to be so still. But there isa 
famine looming in the distance. Some of the richest and most pro- 
lific fields have been quite exhausted, and hence the Glasgow Iron 
Company, the Shotts Iron Company, the Gartsherrie Iron Company, 
and other firms have had to make arrangements for procuring a 
supply from other sources, either by opening up entirely new fields 
or by importing ores from Spain, A line of steamers is just about 
to be commenced on the Clyde for carrying on the latter trade, and 
one of our leading shipbuilders, Messrs, A, and J. Inglis, of Point- 
house, has several large steamers on hand for the new company, The 
iron-fields now being worked lie chiefly in the direction of Denny and 
Kilsyth on the north ; Bathgate, Shotts, and the country lying farther 
east, in the same direction; and on the west there is Possil, Skate- 
rigg, &c. Itis calculated, however, that in the course of the next 
20 or 30 years, supposing that the consumption continues to increase 
in anything like the ratio of the last 10 years, the mineral known as 
blackband will be so scarce us to bealmost beyond working at a profit. 
A mining engineer of some experience has calculated that the position 
of the slaty renders it perfectly workable, and calculating the extent 
to which this deposit prevails (so far as is yet known), at 11 square 
geographical miles, 12-in, thick, the quantity will not be less than 
13,500,000 tons of ironstoue, calcined and ready for the furnaces,

While we have thus been sending rather less of our railway iron to 
Chili of late, we have been doing more with Brazil and Peru, [y 
all parts of the three countries named there are signs of intelligent 
energy and material progress. Thus the Visconde DE BARBAcgyy 
has obtained an extension of time for one year, dating from April 99 
1872, for the organisation of a company for the working of the coal 
fields of Passa Dous, in the province of Santa Catharina, in Brazij, 
In the Brazilian province of San Paulo a line of railway, constructed 
with native capital from Jundiahy to Itu, is nearly completed. The 
gauge is about 40 in., and the cost will be from 17,0007, to 18,009), 
per league, including all expenses, The President of Rio de Janeiro 
has contracted for making and working a narrow gauge line from 
Vassouras to the Mendes station of the Dom Pedro Segundo Railway, 
The General Government of Brazil has been taking measures for the 
realisation of a project for the construction of a railway from an 
eastern port tothedistant provinceof MattoGrosso. Thelengthof the 
proposed line will be 650 miles, and it will run through a vast and 
productive territory. The line will possess considerable importance, 
as it will provide a ready means of communication with Matto 
Grosso, independently of fluvial access by way of the River Plate, 
The Baron de Maua is said to be one of the parties interested in the 
project, and this is a fact calculated to accelerate its realisation, 
In the Argentine Republic the new works of the Boca, Barracas, and 
Ensenada Railway are making rapid progress, and it is expected that 
the line will be open to Quilmes in about two months, The Govern 
ment Inspector has also examined and passed a branch of the Great 
Southern Railway of Buenos Ayres from Ranchos to the Salado, A 
meeting of representatives of the various railways terminating at 
Buenos Ayres has been held for the discussion of plans for a great cen- 
tral station atthatcity. In Peru, acountry to which heavy deliveries 
of British railway iron have been made of late, rapid progressis being 
made with the railways which Mr. MerIaas, anenergetic Americancon- 
tractor, bas on hand, On the line from Arequipa to Puno 106 miles 
have, as Mr, MEIGGs terms it, been already “ironed,” or are ready for 
track-laying, although some heavy cuttings and embankments occur, 
A great viaduct at Arequipa, 1580 ft. in length, will also be shortly 
ready for the passage of trains, and the whole line to Puno is expected 
to be completed within 20 months from the current date. Upon the 
line from Callao to the Oroya Pass about 68 miles of embankments 
and cuttings are now completed. A locomotive runs daily from San 
Bartolome, and work between this latter point and Matucama is being 
actively pushed forward. Upon this latter section, however, there 
are five tunnels, a viaduct which will, perhaps, be the highest in the 
world (since its central pier will be 252 English feet in height), aud 
two bridges of considerable extent, so that it is not expected thatthe 
permanent way will be laid to Matucama for at Jeast another year, 
and perhaps even a longer period. Onaline from Pacasmayo to Caja- 
marca the embankments and cuttings are now completed for a length 
of 43 miles; 8 miles have been “ironed,” and track-laying is progress 
ing at the rate of 8 miles monthly. This line is completed as far as 
Guadalupe, and when a bridge 800 ft. in length arrives, and is placed 
over the river at that point, track-laying will proceed with redoubled 
rapidity, so that communication by railway will be established with 
Guadalupe in Ju'y, On another line, from Tio to Moquegua, about 
44 miles of cuttings and embankments have been completed, and 
large extent of permanent way has been laid; this line is expected 
to be equipped and opened for traffic in July or August, 

Locomotives, materials, and rolling stock are arriving as fast as 
the various Peruvian lines are progressing, and whatever may be 
the ultimate results of these lines it is clear that they must absorb 
for some time considerable quantities of the products of the Britlsh 
iron and mechanical trades, 
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THE OLD PARK WorKS, SHROPSHIRE,—These works have changed 
hands.

REPORT FROM THE NORTH OF ENGLAND, 


March 14.—We are glad to state that the offer of 20 per cent. ad- 
vance upon the wages paid to the colliery miners, to which we re- 
ferred last week as having been rejected by the men at the conference 
with the owners, has since been accepted ; so that it is now hoped 
the colliers will rest satisfied, and work proceed vigorously for some 
considerable time to come. Had any stoppage at the coal mines 
taken place at the present time it would have been most disastrous 
to the whole of the North of England iron trade, and of course any stoppage in 
the iron industry, which ts the staple industry of the district, would have brought 
a corresponding ill ¢ffect npon the numerous other trades greatly depending 
upon it; and we believe that had the men refused the offer of 20 per cent. ad- 
vauce the masters were prepared to stop operations at the collieries, and deter- 
minedly resist the excessive demands of the workmen, There tis, of course, no 
lack in the requirements of coal and coke. The activity in the iron trade con- 
tinues, and the demand for colliery produce is increasing. 

The Old Butterknowle Colliery, near Cockfield, in the South Dur- 
ham coal district, has recently changed hands, having been purchased by Mr. 
Simpson, of Towuley-on-Tyne. 

The activity on ’Change at Middlesborough, on Tuesday, brought 
further improvement in prices, No. 3 pig-iron changed hands at 
80s. for delivery during the next three months, and for later delivery 
contracts were made at very little under this figure. Pig-iron is 
scarce, the demand is considerably greater than the supply, and con- 
sequently prices are advaucing, and rates are now so high as to preclude the 
possibility—cousidering the contracts in hand, the coming shipping season, and 
the prospcctive demand for finished fron—of their falling to anything like the 
low figures quoted a few months ago for a long time tocome. Stocks are low, 
and the make of pig iron is far from satisfactory just now, caused in some inea- 
sure by the scarcity of proper materials. Messrs. Thomas Richardson and Son 
are about to erect blast-furnaces near to their rolling-mills at West Hartlepool, 
In all departments of the fluished iron trade there is great activity, and new 
work isabundant. A new company has been formed at Middlesborough, so we 
hear, under the title of tue Vulcan Iron Company, who intend putting up ex- 
tensive works in the nelghbourhood upon Danks’s system of puddling. There 
are other companies who have expressed their intentiou of erecting the Danks 
machinery.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


March 14.—Another week of active working at the ironmaking es- 
tablishments has been productive of large quantities of finished iron 
of various descriptions, but of steel and iron rails in particular, nearly 
the whole of which has been cleared to South American markets. 
engagements in hand for those markets are being rapidly worked off, 
but it will be some time yet before makers’ books will be entirely clear 
of the winter contracts, and the probability is that many of them, 
when completed, will be replaced by others from the same quarter. 
There is a likelihood, therefore, that the iron export trade from this 
district will extend to the Northern and Southern ports of America 
throughout the year, The ironmasters continue to make every pos- 
sible preparation to core with the increasing demand for iron, and 
to compete with the other great manufacturivg centres in turning out 
the various kinds of make in request. Not only are extensions and 
additions made to the works wherever practicable, but all means by 
which operations can be quickened and rendered more productive 
are being adopted, so that it may be expected that before very long 
horse-power will be substituted by steam in many instances, hitherto 
regarded as unprofitable or impracticable. New collieries are also 
being opened in various parts of the district, and arrangements are 
at the present time being made for increased importations of iron 
ore, so that while the make increases the supply of both coal and 
raw materials will likewise increase in something like proportion. 
Although many buyers are limiting their purchases to just meet cur- 
rent requirements, owing to their unwillingness to give the high prices 
asked, yet there are plenty of orders in the markets, and makers 


But the opinion is still prevalent that there will be a little difficulty 
in establishing still higher quotations when the spring and summer 
demand has fairly set in. The orders to hand from the colonies are 
not yet numerous, but a few weeks more will, no doubt, witness the 
arrival of a number of important specifications both from Canada 
and Australia. The advices from India are not just now very en- 
couraging. There is a little more doing for European markets than 
was the case a few weeks ago; and the clearances of iron to Ger- 
many, Holland, and Turkey have latterly been tolerably large. The 
re-laying and extendingof home railways which are now being carried 
on cause a considerable consumption of railway iron, and some im- 
portant home orders are, therefore, given out. For plates, bars, &c., 
the enquiry continues active, and prices are well maintained. Since 
the recent advance in the price of block-tin tin-plates have evinced 
an upward tendency, and quotations in some instances exceed those 
agreed upon at the last quarterly meeting of the trade. Orders con- 
tinue to come to hand regularly, and the same degree of activity is 
to be witnessed at the works. 

In connection with the Steam Coal Trade the week has been one of 
continued activity, every merchant being so pressed with orders that 
he scarcely knows where to turn for supplies, and the result is that 
in many instances “fancy” prices are paid to complete contracts, 
and prevent the detention of vessels at the ports. Since last report 
as much as 173. per ton, f.o.b., is reported as having been paid for some of the 
best steam qualities. [t must not, however, be inferred from this that the average 
price reaches anything like that figure, but it is a proof of the extreme pressure 
of contracts that such a price ehould be pald. How long these extraordinary 
quotations are to last remains to be seen, and opinions differ very much on this 
point, some thinking that the large consumption of the foreign markets must 
soon :how a falling off, while others contend that as there are no stocks re- 
ported from one single market it is quite impossible that prices can go down.

Ata recent mocting of the Navigation 
and Deep Duffryn colliers, held to consider this matter, it was, however, re- 
solved to appoint delegates to wait on the manager (Mr. Brown), to inform him 
that unless this “‘just and reasonable’? demand of theirs be granted forth- 
with a month’s notice will be given.

Bar-iron remains unchanged in price, simply because makers are 
afraid to advance, notwithstanding the extraordinary price of pig- 
iron, and lest a further advance should seriously interfere with pre- 
sent business, The price of the raw material, and the cost of its 
manufacture, has so steadily increased that under ordinary condi- 
tions another rise would have been declared ere this time, but makers 
are afraid to do more just yet, lest it should prove the additional 
straw that breaks the camel’s back. There is a good business doing 
| both in round and square bars, also in angles, plates, and nail-rods, 

Engineering is very brisk, heavy shipments of machinery taking 
| place weekly from the Clyde. Thin plates are also in demand for 
| tin-plates and galvanising purposes, The iron and brassfounders 
| have also good orders on hand, and the copperworkers could engage 
| extra hands if they could be found. With heavy ship contracts 
| going forward, the bolt and rivet works are employing all their 
| available machinery, The various classes of workers employed at 

the Eagle Foundry are to have their hours reduced to 51 per week 
on April l uext, The ironstone miners at Jordanhill are out on strike 
for an advance of 1s. per day, and the men in the district (Maryhill) 
are to provide them with the necessary funds. 

Coals for manufacturing and shipping purposes continue in good 
demand ; but house qualities, with the mild weather, are quieter, and 
prices all round are drooping. Dross,on the other hand, on account 
of the high price of coal, is in great demand, and has been advanced 
6d. per ton. The shipments of coal for the week are reported at 
33,845 tons, against 26,414 tons, fully a third of the whole quantity 
having been sent from the port of Froom. 

At a meeting of the coal miners of the Glasgow district, on Modn- 
day, Mr. McDonald addressed the men principally on the Bills now before Par- 
Hamevt. He said that by the Mines Bill standard welghts were to be placed at 
the pit-head, that managers would require to be certified, and that where an 
empldyer or agent should, in the mine, allow anything calculated to produce 
serious boJily harm or injury to the men, he should be liable to imprisonment 
for three months. By the Track Bill the men were to be paid their wages in tne 
current coin of the realm, without any deductions. Aftera good deal of discus. 
sion, resolutions were adopted that every mau restrict his labour to the value of 
5s. per day, and that each works send a deputation to their employer, request- 
ing that the men be allowed to go down the pit at6A.M., and stop at3 P.M., 
with one hour for meals; aod to stop at 1 P.M. on Saturdays. 

The Fifeshire miners, it is reported, are to receive a uniform rise 
in their wages of 6d. per day, as from the 20th inst. 

A short line of railway, of about 10} miles, has been projected by 
the leading coal and tronmasters in this neigbbourbood. The object of the un- 
dertakig is the constraction of a line from the Coatbridge undertaking of the 
North British Ral!way, pear its Easterhouse station at Uddingston and Both. 
well, with a branch railway to Bellshill, and branches for the purpose of con- 
neeting these rallways with the Caledonian main line near Holytown, the 
Clydesdale Junction Katiway, near Uddingston, the Rutherglen and Coatbridge 
Railway, near Ballleston, and the Nackervty or Tannochside branch of the Cale- 
donian Rallway. ‘This would be pre-emlnently a mineral line, asthe district 
which It traverses Is estimated to contain about 110,000,000 tons of workable 
coal. Theironworks in and around Coatbridge cousume 1,500,000 tons annually, 
and as the coal fields in this vicinity are approaching cxhaustion this line would 
not only be available for Coatbridge, but would also be connected with Glasgow 
and the shipping ports on theClydeand Fort. Tuecapital required is 170,0002., 
inshares of 10/1. each, and the coal traffic al.ne Is estimated to yleld a revenue 
of 30,0001, per annum. aa

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE 


March 14.—In some of our Jead mining districts more activity is 
observable, although of late there has been no great increase in the 
output of ore. There is very little doubt, however, but there are lo- 
calities where operations will before long be commenced, whilst there 
is every reason to believe that many of the mines abandoned some 
years ago were only very partially worked by the men, who, by the 

culiar mining laws of Derbyshire, were enabled to carry on their 

abours in the most primitive style, and without any other capital 
than their hands. With something like 70 mines the total quantity 
of lead ore raised last year would scarcely reach 7000 tons, At Eyam 
and other places adjoining the prospects are said to be more encou- 
raging than they have been, and with improved railway facilities, 
and the necessary machinery, we believe lead mining in Derbyshire 
will attain a much higher position than it now enjoys. 

The Iron Trade continues very active at all the works between 
Sheffield and Derby, as well as at those on the Erewash Valley Rail- 
way as far as Nottingham. The makers of pig-iron are having a 
busy time, as.all they can produce is not more than is required for 
immediate use, a good deal being sent to the northward. In manu- 
factured iron the demand is equally brisk. Pipes of all sizes, and general cast- 
ings, keep the foundries fully worked, whilst the plate and girder mills are run- 
ning totheirfullextent, In those important industrics there is now a very good 
understanding between the workmen and theiremployers. The Coal Trade bas 
undergone very little change of late, although there is rather less doing in house- 
hold qualities, The business doing with the metropolis is of fully an averago 
character for the season, more especially in steamcoal. The minerals on the 
Erewash Valley line are now being largely developed. The Midland Railway 
Company having given every facility for that purpose by means of branch lines, 
extersions have of late been made at Stanton and Shipley-gate, as well as at 
Pilsley, New sidings have alro been put in at Clay Cross, Langley Mill, Codnor- 

urk, Wingerwortb, and other places. There is some probability that the good 
feeling which has so long existed between the colliery proprietors and the men 
is not likely to continue much longer, At Unstone and other places a movement 
has commenced for the purpose of forminga Miners’ Union, and meetings helt. 
At Whittington i¢ appears the men have agreed to Join the South Yorkehire 
Miners’ Association, and the movement in that direction appears to be spread- 
ing. There is no doubt but what the men bave taken advantage of the pro- 
sperous state of trade, but it is by no means plain that the coalowners will 
quictly acquiesce in the matter, Itisnow about six years agosince anattempt 
was made by the men at Staveley and other places to form a Unton, when Mr. 
Markbam and others determined that they should not be tolerated. A fight of 
more than ordinary flerceness ensued, which resulted in a victory for the em- 
ployers, At the present time the miners were never in a better position, nor 
were their families better cared for. A strike at the present time would be 
fraught with serious consequences to masters and men. What the objects now 
to be attained by forming a union are are by no means plain. In most places, such 
as Staveley, there are funds for sickness and accidents, schools for children, 
readipg-rooms, and In eye | instonces the men are frecholders near to their 
places of work. Anytbing that tends to disturb such a state of things may in- 
deed be deplored, It is, therefore, to be hoped that those who are ko comfort 
ably situated will not risk a change which experience has shown has generally 
led to misery, want, and crime, ‘The Wingerworth Company have reached the 
coal on the estate of the Marquis of Hartington, and the event has been duly 
celebrated, The shaft 1s 446 {t. decp, the seam of coal being the black shale, or 
Silkstone. 

The Sheffield trades continue their busy course, all branches being 

ive. Makers of heavy armour and other plates are well supplied with orders, 
whilst every deroription of railway material obtain as much as ever they can 
do, Beesemer rails, tyres, axles, rods, and plates are in very bri-k request, and 
both spring and table cutlery are in excellent demand for both the home and 
foreigu markets. There Is not ro much doing in house coals as there wasa 
week or two since, and a less tonnage of * softs’’ is being sent to the metropolis 
The business doing iu steam coal has never been so brisk at this season of the 
year as it is now, and a large quantity is being sent to King’s Cross, Poplar, 
and Blackwall. Shipments from Hall, Grimsby, and Goole for France, the North 
of Europe, and the home ports, bave been and are of more than an average cha- 
racter for the period of the year, 

COAL- BREAKING MACHINERY.—On Friday there was a large ga- 
thering of mining engineers, and others interested in the working of 
coal, at the Oaks Colliery, near Barnsley, for the purpose of witness- 
ing the operation of Chubb’s Hydraulic Presser, The machine was 
set to work, and brought the coal down in vast wedges of more than 
a toninweight. As little or no slack is made there is thus a great 
saving effected in that respect alone, whilst there is the advantage 
that the “ Breaker " can be safely used in the most fiery mines, and 
thus entirely supersede gunpowder, The trial was most satisfactory, 
and so satisfied was Mr. Dymond, the managing partner of the col- 
liery, of the value of the invention that he at once gave an order 
for four of the machines. 


RECKLESSNESS OF A COLLIER.—George Atkinson, employed at 
Messrs. Rhodes and Dalby’s, Victoria Colliery, Snydal, was charged 
with having infringed the certificd rules of the colliery, by lighting tobacco by 
means of his safety-lamp. The defendant and another man were working very 
near toa partof the mine well known to becharged with gas Notwithstanoing 
this the defendant took out his pipe and lit the tobacco by drawing the flame 
through the gauze. It transpired in evidence that several men had absented 
themselves from work because of the defendant's recklessness, believing their 
lives were endangered while he was in the pit. Mr. Gill (for the proprietors) 
pressed the case, urging that it was not so much the property of the complain. 
auts that they cared about as the Importance of the protecting the lives of the 
workmen. The Bench committed defendant to prison for oue month, and bets 
to serve 14 days in addition tf he does not pay the costs, 





PRESENTATION TO A MINING ENGINEER AND HIS STEWARD.— 
On Monday nearly 300 of the workmen of the Oaks Colliery, together 
with a number of viewers and others, met at the Victoria Hotel, 
Barnsley, for the purpose of presenting Mr, G. Minto and Mr. Ward 
with testimonials, Amongst those present were—Mr. J. Beaumont, 
Mr. Wilson, Mr. J. O. Carr (agent of the Oaks Colliery). Mr. Miller (Strafford 
Main), Mr. Leatham (Darfield), Mr. Hardcastle, Mr. Barker (Sheffield), &c, 
After partaking of an excellent dinner, Mr. J. Beaumont was called to the chair 
and Mr. Carr to the vice-chair. The CHAIRMAN said that although not now 
connected with the Oaks Colliery, yet he believed he was one of (he oldest men 
belonging to tt, and he had always great pleasure in meeting the workmen belong- 
ing tuit. He much regretted thejunavoidable absence of the managing partner 
of the colliery, Mr.'T. Dymond. After some further remarks, the CHAIRMAN 
proposed * The Queen, the Prince of Wales, and the rest of the Royal Family,” 
which was very warmly received. ——- The CHAIRMAN sald that the next toast did 
not require any prefatory remarks from him, as it was one that would meet 
with a warm response from all present. He begged to propose the bealth of 
Mr. T. Dymond (the managing partner) and Mrs, Marshall, the proprietors of 
the Oaks Colliery. Mrs. Marshall had been indisposed for some time, but he 
was glad to say that she was pow much beiter. (Applause). 

Mr. G, O, CARR (agent) sald it afforded him very great pieasure indeed to re- 
spond to the toast, He had known the colliery for a considerable time, having 
been engaged at it ashort time before Mr. Dymond Joined the firm, since which 
it had grown to be a greatconcern. They now My yo upwards of 900 hands, 
and they would all agree with him in saying that Mr. Dymond had always lis- 
tened to any complaints made, Many of them would recollect the late Mr. T. 
Marshall, when the managing partner of the firm, and bis efforts in promoting 
the welfare and safety of the men. His relict now was connected with the col- 
Mery, and he could say that a kinder or more warm-hearted woman could not 
be found. She was one of those women who only desired to know how she could 
do good to do it without ostentation ; she would, in fact, go nearer herself to 
the workhouse door in helping others than any person he know. He hoped that 
she would live far beyond the allotted time, and that her name and thatof Mr. 
Dymond would long associated with the Oaks Colliery. (Cheers.) 

The CHAIRMAN then gave “ Success to the Oaks Colliery,” and in doing so 
said he had lad a great deal to do with it for many years, and he believed it 
would be now founc to be one of the best and safest collieries in Yorkshire, as 
no expevse had been spared in providing the best means for making it so. The 
proprietors were putting down two new shafts at Ardsley, so that the Oaks 
would be one of the best ventilated In the district. 

Mr, WILSON (viewer) said he felt great pleasure in meeting them 
that evening, not because Mr. Minto had left, and he had succeeded bim inthe 
manugement of the Oaks, but because it was an occasion that must be gratify- 
ing to all persons connected with the colliery. The management of such a col- 
llery was no sinccure, seeing that the Ilves of hundreds of men and boys were in 
bis keeping. Whatevercould be dove toeusure safety to tlhe mine and the lives 
of those working io it would be done. He hoped that if he should chance to be 
with them as long as Mr. Minto had been they would be equally as good 
friends. In working together, howeyer, they should give a little and take a 
little. He hoped they would go on safely and prosperously together, and that 
nothing would disturb the existing good feeling which prevailed, (Cheers,) 

Mr. JONES proposed the health of the officials and workmen of the 
Oaks Oolilery. He believed that they would have little to complain of, and that 
all would go on as smoothly as could be desired, There had been a little grum- 
bling on both sides, but workmen and officials had worked pleasantly together 
for some montbhe. They a!l very much regretted that Mr. Minto bad left them 
and the men considered it their duty to show their appreciation of his services. 
as well as those of Mr. Ward. The presents before them were valuabie, but 

were not too valuable for those they were intended. He hoped that the present 

ood feeling which existed between the men and the officials of the colliery 
Qeald continue, and be advantageous to both. (Cheers.) 

Mr, CARR, as agent, replied on behalf of the officials, and said at 
the Oaks, he was proud to say, they had a body of workmen that could not be 
excelled, if equalled, in the district. For some years past the proprietor and 


others connected with the Oaks had had serious obstacles to contend with, and 
he hoped no other colliery in the district would ever have to undergo the same 
ordeal as they had done since the calamity of 1866, For his own part, he could 
assure the workmen he would ever be bappy in alding them in every way, listen 
to any grievance they had, and if fair redress it. (Cheers.) ’ 

The CHAIRMAN said the next toast was that of a gentleman with 
whom he had long been connected, and worked with most harmoniously. The 
gentleman he alluded to had had a long and most anxious time, for on him de- 
volved the duty of opening ont the Oaks Colliery after the catastrophe of 1866. 
The opening out had been a great success, and had p carried out without a 
single mishap. THe could say there bad always been a good feeling between the 
men and Mr. Minto since he came back thesccond time; but it was just likely that 
a man might be too long in one place, and that it might be for his benefit to 
baveachange. He bad, therefore, very great pleasure in proposing the health 
of Mr. G. Minto, the late underviewer, and be would add that of bis family 
also. He was glad to see that the men had shown their appreciation of his ser- 
vices by the handsome service of plate about to be presented to him. (Cheers.) 
He would call upon Mr. Carr to make the presentation to Mr. Minto, 

Mr. CARR said it was the first time he had been called upon to ful- 
filso pleasing a duty; and it was doubly so when it was considered that the 
presentation he was about to make was toa friend and co-worker at the Oaks 
Colliery. He knew what Mr. Minto had undergone since the catastrophe of 
1866, and he felt assured that he was in the highest degree worthy of the testi- 
monial before them, which was ove alike creditable to the men, and such as would 
be acceptable by Mr. Minto—for it would grace the table of any gentleman. Mr. 
Minto left the Oaks Colliery spotless, and without a stain upon bis name; and 
he would long be kindly remembered by all connected with it. At a most criti- 
cal time in the history of the colliery, when it had been sealed up, Mr. Minto 
came to the front—he was the only man who offered to open it out. On being 
asked by Mr. Dymond whether he would undertake the duty, he at once replied 
that he believed he could succeed in opening out the pit again- That declara- 
tion gave Mr. Dymond more comfort, under the trying circumstances, than 
almost anything else. He had then the great pleasure of presenting, on behalf 
of the workmen and officials of the Oaks Colliery, the silver tea and coffee ser- 
vice on the table. (Cheers.)—The inscription on the teapot was as follows :— 
** Presented to Mr. G. Minto by the officials and workmen of the Ardsley Oaks 
Colliery for good management.” E 

Mr. MINTO said since he heard he was to receive a testimonial from 
the Oaks men the time which he so much dreaded had arrived, and he assured 
them that he could not find words to thank them for their kindness, especially 
as that was the secord time he had received a testimonial from them. It was 
16 years since he first came to the Oaks Colliery, and his appointment led toa 
ten weeks strike on the part of the men against him. The Union was just then 
formed, and had struggles again. After that they had a still greater calamity 
in the explosion of 1866. Since that time he bad done bis best in opening out 
thepit. He left it free from gas, and well ventilated, and he believed the col- 
liery would be one of the first in the district In every respeet. They were now 
enlarging the old shaft, making new ones, and everything appeared to be going 
on most prosperously. He had had many little differences with the men, but he 
must say that since the opening out of the colliery they had worked with him 
most cordially and heartily. He boped they would go on in the same way, and 
that they would all be as prosperous as he wished them, He thanked them most 
heartily for their kindness to himself and family. (Loud cheers. ) 

The CHAIRMAN, in amusing terms, commented on the idea of a col- 
lier wearing a gold watch, and said it was, however, a great fact. It was his 
pleasing duty to present on the part of the Oaks workmen a gold watch to Mr. 
George Ward, an old and tried friend, and who had long been their deputy. It 
was not often thata manager’s services were so appreciated, but it showed how 
the services of Mr. Ward were appreciated by the men under him. He hoped 
that Mr. Ward would long live to wear it. Hehadalso to present a set of china 
to Mr-. Ward. (Loud cheers.) 

Mr. WARD said he was like Mr. Minto, for he could not find words 
in which to express his thanks for the kindness of the men of the Oaks Colliery, 
and he could not conceive what he had done to merit such a handsome present, 
He had been connected with the celllery for 15 years, and he hoped that himself 
and the men would be found working together at the Oaks Colliery as they had 
been doing. Several other toasts were given, including ‘** The Testimonial Com- 
mittee,"’ ** The Officers and Workmen of the Oaks Collierv,’’ and ** The Coal 
Trade,”’ which were responded to by Mr. Norto», Mr, Carr, Mr. Normansell, and 
Mr. Casey, ‘ The Press’? was responded to by Mr. Rugley, and the toast of * The 
Host and Hostess”’ brought the proceedings to a close, 








REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE. 


March 14,—The opposition to the Mines Regulation Bill has been 
extended to a class of men who are not generally supposed to be 
much in favour of combination, but who, on this subject, are united 
as one man, I refer to the underlookers at collieries, who in the 
general muddle that seems to prevail as to the interpretation of the 
term “manager,” are beginning to fear that they are the persons 
referred to, and they have held two very large meetings in Wigan 
during the past week. All the principal collieries in South Lanca- 
shire have been represented, and the most marked unanimity pre- 
vailed at each meetiog, At the first it was pointed out that the ma- 
nagers were not numerously represented, and it was decided to adjourn 
and to issue circulars calling attention to the urgent necessity there 
was for organising a strenuous opposition to the Bill, There wasa 
much larger attendance at the second meeting, held last night, anda 
letter was read from Mr, Charles Gilroy, chairman of the Lancashire 
and Cheshire Coal Association, in which he said :—‘I am sorry I 
cannot attend the meetings of managers and underlookers to-night, 
having to go to London respecting the Mines Regulation Bill. Mr. 
Maskell Peace is acting for the coal trade in the matter, and will draw 
upa petition, to be signed by both managers and underlookers if re- 
quired.” It was stated by Mr. Thompson (manager of the Norley 
Coal Company) that there seemed to be a general dispute as to who 
were intended to be certificated managers, and the dispute prevailed 
not only amongst the managers of collieries, but amongst the miners’ 
delegates in London, and the Government Inspectors, while the Home 
Secretary and his subordinates were careful notto commit themselves 
to any statement as to whatthe term meant. From the fact that the 
underground manager was not named in the interpretation clauses, 
and that “agent” was explained to be a person above the manager, 
he assumed that the present managers were hereafter to be called 
agents, and the underlookers were to be styled managers, In the 
course of the discussion which took place the Bill was generally con- 
demned, and it was said that if the matter were fairly put before the 
colliers at least 50 per cent. of them would oppose the clause relating 
to the employmentof children, A committee was appointed to watch 
the Bill, and report to a future meeting. 

Concerning what is known as the Weighing Clause in the New Mines 
Bill, Mr. J, Lancaster, M.P,—to whom Mr. Bruce, when introducing 
the measure, gave the credit of having suggested the clause—made 
a statement at Wigan on Tuesday night. He noticed, he said, that 
it had been stated publicly that the agitation on this question was 
merely got up by the agents of the men, and that the men themselves 
cared very little aboutit. He denied that this was the case, and added 
that, after looking at the question from a master’s, 2a workman’s, and 
a member of parliament’s view, he was satisfied that weighing was 
the proper standard, and no other. It was high time, he thought, 
that one standard should be adopted throughout the country, and he 
should continue to fight until it was decided by law that coal was to 
be gotten by weight, and not by measure, 

Trade continues exceedingly active throughout the district, There 
are still many complaints concerning the scarcity of fuel. 

Strenuous efforts are being put forth to keep the Leeds and Liver- 
pool Canal out of the hands of the railway companies, the lease under which it 
has been for some time held by the Lancashire aud Yorkshire Rallway Company 


being on the point of expiring. Petitions have been got up in nearly all the 
important towns through which the canal passes, 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE,
